When you haven’t been 
immunized, and the cut is 
not washed properly, the 
tetanus spores hatch into 
tiny microscopic bacteria, 
As these begin to multiply, 
they release a deadly 
poison which attacks nerve 
centers, causing convul- 
sions and muscle spasms, 
Sometimes these attacks 
are so severe that verte- 
brae are fractured, the 
specialists relate. An at- 
tack of tetanus canbe com- 
pared to a clenched fist in 
that it causes a tightening 
of every muscle in the 
body. Before long, the taut 
muscles, and even the heart 
muscle, weaken, 

The main symptom of 
tetanus is a paralysis of 
neck and head muscles, 
which gives the disease 
its “‘lockjaw’’ dubbing, 

Health specialists 
stress keeping wounds 
clean to keep spores out, 
but the real preventive for 
tetanus is vaccination, A 
simple _ shot makes the 
chances for ‘‘lockjaw’’ 
very slight, 

Because tetanus shots 
wear off over a period of 
years, the best advice for 
everyone is to be vacci- 
nated before summer fun 
begins.

WE HAVE HAD BLISTERING 
hot weather this week. The tem- 
perature has gone higher than I 
have ever seen recorded here. 
The clock at the Bank of Flor- 
ala read 103 about 2:30 Tues- 
day afternoon. I had thought 
that the 100 reading was ter- 
rible Monday afternoon at 2 
o'clock but Tuesday it continued 
to climb until hitting 103, One 
person saw the clock when the 
time was 115 and being so 
hot he couldn’t breathe he 
thought it was a temperature 
reading. 103 was the highest 
it got and that was only for a 
short while. It was still 102 
about 2;30 and since I didn’t 
stay around I don’t know how

I went to Dothan Saturday 
and understood that the tem- 
perature reached 101 which was 
considered breaking the record 
for a number of years, When 
we got to Elba about 4:30 that 
afternoon the clock there was 
100, I didn’t believe that Flor- 
ala would get so hot but ap- 
parently we broke the record for 


Alabama, It didn’t get that hot 
in Montgomery, 

There is a water shortage in 
some areas and people are 
being asked not to water their 
lawns during the crisis, The 
creeks and small rivers are 
the lowest I have ever seen 
them, Some streams between 
Florala and Elba where Itravel 
a lot are almost in a small 
spring category, It has been 
gloomy for several weeks see- 
ing such low stream beds, In 
some places the streams do 
not near cover the bed usually 
covered with water, and some 
corn fields are burned almost 
to a crisp, Strange is that a 
field will have tall real green 
corn and within a few hundred 
yards will be corn that is al- 
ready a loss by being burned 
up with the heat and no rain. 
Rain has fallen in spots every 
afternoon for days but even the 
places it fell was so dry and 
the heat so severe that it was 
soaked up immediately and did 
very little good, 

But ’'m wondering if the 103 
degrees isn’t a record for this 
entire area.

Hungry Deer 
Eating Crops 


Statewide 


Hungry deer are con- 
tinuing to damage crops 
in South Alabama, the Con- 
servation Department's 
Game and Fish Division 
reported Monday, 

The latest agricultural 
area to be damaged by 
deer is in Choctaw County 
near Lavaca not far from 
the Tombighbee River, 

A cotton farmer in the 
area reported that 75 of 
his 200 acres planted in 
cotton have been destroyed 
by grazing deer and another 
60 acres have been heavily 
damaged. 

The farmer said that if 
the deer quit eating his 
cotton now, he would still 
realize a crop of less than 
half the original planting. 

Ralph H, Allen, Jr., 
Chief of the Game Manage- 
ment Section in the Game 
and Fish Division, inspect- 
ed the damage and con- 
firmed the farmer’s re- 
ported loss, Allen count- 
ed more than 60 deer in 
the affected cotton fields 
even at midday. The num- 
ber of grazing deer usually 
increases at night., 

Allen pointed out that 
the opening of the area to 
an either sex deer season 
is the most humane and 
practical method of reduc- 
ing the deer population to 
a number that the land can 
support. He said unless 
present laws are changed 
to permit the harvesting 
of either sex deer, many 
will die from parasites, 
disease and starvation 
soon, 

A corn field near the 
damaged cotton remains 
untouched up to this time, 
Allen said, 

He suggested the pos- 
sibility that fertilizer used 
on cotton plants may sup- 
ply some type of needed 
minerals for hungry deer.

IN the year that George Wagh- 
ington died, George Logan, a 
Quaker, made proposals to the 


ment in the 
hope of settling 
a crisis between 
Paris and Wash- 
ington, This im- 
propriety was 
resented by the 
American peo- 
ple and resulted 
in the so-called 
Logan Act, mak- 
ing it clear that 
the conduct of 
foreign affairs 
was exclusively 
in the hands of the president of 
the United States, and making 
it a crime for any individual to 
attempt to operate in that field. 

That is exactly what another 
Quaker, Staughton Lynd, direc- 
tor of the American Institute of 
Marxist Studies in New York, 
Herbert Aptheker, foremost 
Communist of our country, and 
Thomas Hayden, one of the 
founders of the far-to-the-left 
Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety, have done on their recent 
illegal visit to Hanoi. 

In the first place, they violated 
State Department regulations 
against travel to North Vietnam. 
In the second place, they violated 
the Logan Act by discussing for- 
eign policy with the Communist 
government of North Vietnam. 

Most American are shocked by 
the fact that our government has 
not proceeded against them on 
either count. It lays our country 
open to the charge that we have 
used these Communists in the 
hope that they might have some 
influence with the North Viet- 
namese Communists, and it is no 
doubt interpreted as a gesture of 
sympathy or appeasement to 
Hanoi. 

Some may recall that Lynd, 
and a number of others who were 
doing non-combatant service in 
the army, were dishonarably dis- 
charged but that a later decision 
of the Supreme Court forced the 
Army to grant them honorable 
discharges. This enabled Lynd to 
complete his work for a Ph) 
under the G.I. Bill. Thus this 
man, educated at public expense 
flouted the State Department 
regulation against travel to Viet- 
nam and violated the Logan Act, 
Moreover, the whole episode has 
been used to gain a great deal 
of publicity for Communists 
Aptheker and Thomas Hayden, 
founder of Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society and worker with 
The Student Non-Violent Coor- 
dinating Committee.

Communists Favored 


JN the year that George Wash- 

ington died, George Logan, a 
Quaker, made proposals to the 
French govern- 
ment in the 
hope of settling 
a crisis between 
Paris and Wash. 
ington, This im- 
propriety was 
resented by the 
American peo- 
ple and resulted 
in the so-called 
Logan Act, mak- 
ing it clear that 
the conduct of 
foreign affairs 
was exclusively 
in the hands of the president of 
the United States, and making 
it a crime for any individual to 
attempt to operate in that field. 

That is exactly what another 
Quaker, Staughton Lynd, direc- 
tor of the American Institute of 
Marxist Studies in New York, 
Herbert Aptheker, foremost 
Communist of our country, and 
Thomas Hayden, one of the 
founders of the far-to-the-left 
Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety, have done on their recent 
illegal visit to Hanoi, 

In the first place, they violated 
State Department regulations 
against travel to North Vietnam. 
In the second place, they violated 
the Logan Act by discussing for- 
eign policy with the Communist 
government of North Vietnam. 

Most American are shocked by 
the fact that our government has 
not proceeded against them on 
either count, It lays our country 
open to the charge that we have 
used these Communists in the 
hope that they might have some 
influence with the North Viet- 
namese Communists, and it is no 
doubt interpreted as a gesture of 
sympathy or appeasement to 
Hanoi. 

Some may recall that Lynd, 
and a number of others who were 
doing non-combatant service in 
the army, were dishonarably dis- 
charged but that a later decision 
of the Supreme Court forced the 
Army to grant them honorable 
discharges, This enabled Lynd to 
complete his work for a Ph] 
under the G.I. Bill. Thus this 
man, educated at public expense 
flouted the State Department 
regulation against travel to Viet- 
nam and violated the Logan Act, 
Moreover, the whole episode has 
been used to gain a great deal 
of publicity for Communists 
Aptheker and Thomas Hayden, 
founder of Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society and worker with 
The Student Non-Violent Coor- 
dinating Committee,

Frosty Morn invited 
about 15 Wiregrass hog 
producers to bring in five 
or six hogs each, to be 
tattooed, sent to the Mont- 

omery Frosty Morn plant 
or slaughter and grading, 
Two days later, Thursday, 
July 14, the producers went 
to the plant in Montgomery 
for an educational program 
centered around their own 
hogs. 

The group witnessed a 
live hog grading demon- 
stration, and each producer 
then took part in a live 
hog grading contest. Six 
hogs were assigned a grade 
by each producer; these 
individual grades were 


; compared with the grades 
} assigned by experts. 


The 
contest was won by Mr, 
Max Walker, with 5 out of 
6 correct, Mr. Walker was 
awarded a Frosty Morn 
ham, Second place winner 
was Mr. W.H, Avert. 

The group then partici- 
pated in a weight-guessing 
contest, which was won by 
Mr, Louis Durell who 
guessed within one pound of 
the 266 pound hog. 

Following this, the 
group was given a con- 
ducted tour of the entire 
Frosty Morn plant, from 
kill floor to packaging and 
shipping. 

Next on the list was 
a cutting demonstra- 
tion, pointing out the dif- 
ference in quality and quan- 
tity of desirable cuts from 
the various grades of hogs, 
The group was treated to 
a luncheon by the owner 
of Frosty Morn, Mr. New- 
hoff. (Yes, you guessed it. 
- Pork Chops!) 

After lunch the group 
was conducted to the chill 
room where their own hogs 
were inspected. Each of the 
74 hogs, which had been 
previously graded by ex- 
perts, was inspected, and 
each of them was discussed 
on its merits or demerits, 
The producer could see 
where his hogs could be 
improved, 

An interesting fact 
brought out to the pro- 
ducers was that the ma- 
jority of the hogs that had 
graded US#2 probably had 
been US#1 when they 
weighed around 200 pounds, 
but they became over- 
finished with the excess 
weight, Also noted was that 
most of the top grade hogs 
were crossbred, - Frosty 
Morn representatives think 
it is easier and takes less 
time to get top quality and 
grade market hogs with 
cross breeding. It enables 
one to get the desirable 
characteristics of each 
breed, 

Frosty Morn expects to 
conduct more trips like 
this this summer, accord- 
ing to Carlton Larkins, the 
Elba manager for Frosty 
Morn,
